prosecution in thc abc ve entitled case 
is dismissed."

December 23, when his vessel was at 
a point 18 miles northwest of Nauset 
Beach light on Canc Cod, Captain It. 
V. Comeau first distinguished 
faint 
sounds that he positively identified as 
those of airplane 
motors.

ending 
within ten minutes* when a

splash was heard. 
Captain Comeau stated that while 
only a staunch vessel could have bat­ 
tled aga’nst the seas at that time, he

facts in the case. 
Other asses- 


sors, unfortunately, ait; not famil- 
iar enough with property values 
to make equitable adjustments. 


To correct these evils and ai'- 


rive at honest values and assess- 
ments, the county commissioners 
will sit as a board of tax revi- 
sion beginning next Monday and 
continuing until the end of the 
month, in the various townships 
and boroughs. 
They •will 
en- 


deavor 
to 
determine 
whether 


"any of the valuations by the 
assessors have been made above 
or below a just rate according to 
the several acts of the general 
assembly." 


All three commissioners are 


property owners in the county 
and they ought to be familiar 
with the value? of farm and rural 
lands.

im- 


provements, to promote the loca- 
tion of new industries, to secure 
better educational facilities, and 
so on. 
Yet many of these same 


proud bosoters will deliberately 
engage in a practice which nulli- 
fies all their otherwise laudable 
efforts—and then they wonder 
why the town doesn't go ahead. 


We refer to the habit of buy- 


ing away from home, which is 
largely responsible for the fail- 
ure of many communities to make 
the progress which their natural 
advantages should make possible. 
The money that ought to be kept 
at home for the expansion of 
local trade and industry is sent 
away to distant cities, never to 
return, through the indifference 
or thoughtlessness of the very 
persons who should set an ex- 
ample of local pride and loyalty.
